arrangements. There are a lot of girls who 
tend to get very angry if not allowed in the 
pits, and they voice their thoughts very 
loudly. This only tends to get your rider 
upset, and there are reasons why this rule is 
enforced. Secondly, when sitting in the 
stands, it’s not always in good taste to voice 
objections to things you think are wrong with 
the races. At the rider’s meeting some things 
are covered which you wouldn’t know about, 
and spectators around you try to pick up 
everything said, and then it is repeated over 
and over—and, not always correctly. This does 
not mean that you shouldn’t root for your 
tider, for that is only natural and good. 

Finally, when entering the pits after races, 
don’t immediately start voicing all the things 
you thought were wrong with them and how 
bad the treatment was he has gotten. If he has 
gotten bad treatment, he knows what 
procedure should be taken and it is “his” job 
to take it, not yours. 

Racers wives or girl friends can be a very big 
asset to them, but, usually, not while the 
races are in progress. 

To change a phrase from a top performer: 
“Keep the racing faith, Baby.”

STRAIGHTENING THE RECORD 


In the August 5 issue of «Cycle News’’, 
you have a story concerning Evel Knievel, 

The opening paragraph was of great 
interest to me inasmuch as some por- 
tions of it seem to be untrue, I am re- 
ferring to the portion concerning Evel’s 
jumps in San Francisco, More specifi- 
cally, the sentence reads; ‘‘The rear 
wheel came off and the sprocket sliced 
a gash in the pavement, etc., etc.” 

The reason this intrigues me is that I 
believe it refers to the three jumps made 
during the San Francisco Motorcycle 
Show in November of 1967 and, this being 
the case, it simply is not true, 

Evel made three jumps in conjunction 
with the Show at Brooks Hall, The first 
one on Thanksgiving Day, 1967, went off 
without incident, The ramps were moved 
farther apart for the second jump during 
which, at the time he departed the first 
ramp, one of the footpegs came off the 
motorcycle, due no doubt to faulty main- 
tenance, This created a difficult situation 
and it is much to the credit of Evel 
Knievel and his riding ability thathe was 
able to right the machine in mid-air and 
land successfully on the other ramp, 
When he landed, one, or possibly both, 
of the rear shocks collapsed at impact 
and possibly the swinging arm (I am not 
certain of this) cracked or even broke, 
At no time did the rear wheel become 
separated from the machine and, this 
being true, obviously the sprocket did 
not ‘‘slice a gash in the pavement, etc., 
etc.” 

Although I did not actually see the bike 
strike a taxi, I have heard eye witnesses 
say the front wheel of the bike did con- 
tact the taxi with, however, very little 
damage. Evel completed the third jump 
on the same motorcycle and actually 
separated the ramps by an additional 
ten yards. 

This may seem a bit picky, however, 
I mention this only because the article 
infers a deficiency in the product Evel 
was previously jumping. I think itis safe 
to say that at no time did the Triumph 
motorcycles ever do any less than could 
be expected of any machine and in many 
cases performed considerably better 
than one could reasonably expect from 
any piece of machinery. 

I appreciate the difficulty of avoiding 
misquotes when reporting in any field 
and simply offer this in order to keep 
the record straight.

STAY ALIVE... 


Today’s Fresno Bee carries the story 
of two Hanford teenagers in critical 
condition in the Kings General Hospital 
after a three-wheel motorcycle they 
were riding crashed intoa truck-trailer, 
which then dragged the victims 90 feet 
before stopping. Reportedly the boys 
were unable to stop, when a brake nut 
came loose as they approached a red 


light. 

I urge all riders to make at least 
monthly (more, if riding on any kind of 
rough terrain) checks of all bike nuts; 
stay alive, to enjoy motorcycling! Regu- 
lar, thorough tightening of all nuts takes 
very little time, especially compared to 
the time it takes to recover from an 
“accident’’, if you survive. Preventative 
maintenance keeps youfamiliar with your 
machine, which will seldom fail you, if 
you give it sufficient TLC, It can easily 
be done whilst dusting off the upper, and 
mopping up the undercoating of dust and 
oil-grease most bikes collect if ridden 
enough. 

For added pleasure, remove those nuts 
which seem to come loose most often, 
and hand or power drill small holes 
through them; add a little carefully- 
twisted wire, and you’ll have a “profes- 
sional” looking bit of safety-wiring, to 
hold your eyes to the road ahead, instead 
of looking down to see if everything is 
still bolted on, Take a little time to make 
sure your bike is 100% A-OK before 
hitting the road, no matter how far 
you’re going. Stay alivel

CONSTRUCTIVE CRITICISM

The next point is even more important, 
and that is the lack of danger markers, 
When the safety of four to five hundred 
riders is at stake a real effort must be 
made to mark every dangerous spot and 
road crossing on the course, In this race

Six team riders were on hand for 
Floyd Clymer’s annual road race cham- 
pionship at Indianapolis Raceway Park 
and those same six all were running at 
the finish and all were inside the first 
ten places, 


Cal Rayborn chalked up his third ma- 
jor road racing victory of the year with 
a run. that also gave him a new track 
record, breaking the mark he set in ‘68, 
Cal has now won three of the four major 
events on pavement this year with only 
the new San Francisco Sears Point left 
to run on Sept, 6 & 7, 

Rayborn’s factory riding teammates 
all added valuable national points with 
Roger Reiman out of partial retirement to 
finish fourth, Walt Fulton took fifth, 
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Rookie Mark Brelsford, eighth and na- 
tional point leader Mert Lawwill running 
tenth behind Bart Markel who finished 
ninth. 

Once again the flying Yamaha 350’s 
won the battle and lost the war. Yamaha 
team riders and privateers teamed upto 
win both of the warm-up heat races in 
record times, Yvon Duhamel and Jody 
Nicholas took the honors with first one 
and then the other breaking the old track 
records,

Each and every lap was a new track 
record along the way. 

For the second straight year it ap- 
peared that Duhamel was on his way to 
victory. A year ago, with a big lead, the

The Harley and two Suzuki’s ran to the 
finish with both Grant and Baumann de- 
ciding to make the required gas stop on 
the last lap in the final few yards to the 
finish line, Both made it with room to 
spare over Roger Reiman and the rest 
of the forty two rider field that was still 
running at the finish in weather than can 
only be described as perfect for road 
racing.

The 86 points put Rayborn back in 
contention for the point lead as he again 
moved to second place, behind Lawwill 
who never appeared to be quick during 
the entire meeting, Gene Romero dropped 
to third in the standings when he Triumph 
quit running on the 21st lap with Gene in 
tenth place. Bad luck also took Triumph 
rider Chuck Palmgren who was running 
up in the points in a strong fifth position 
on the 38th lap, Chuck went to the pits 
the next lap and never returned,

las, Duhamel, Ralph White, Dick Mann,

Out of the five 
young lads entering, perhaps the most 
eye-catching was the six-year old mite 
with the huge number plate and outfitted 
all the way — to the kidney belt about his 
waspish waist, The other entrants were 
in the age group of 10-14, The winner 
was fourteen-year old Billy Oliver of 
Salem. 


For the first time this season, the , 


Beginners Class was limited to 100cc 
and under, Previously, it had been run 
as the 125cc Junior Class with the winner 
automatically being transferred to the 
125cc Senior Class the following race. 
In this new Beginners Class, Dick Mc 
Nulty of Woodburn on a Hodaka was way 
ahead in points until the third heat when 
he did a wheelie going over the jump in 
front of the scorers and wrecked his bike, 
unable to finish, His points were enough, 
however, that he still came in third, The 
winner, Rod Weibe, Salem, finished 
smoothly on his Bultaco and Diane Cox, 
also of Salem, finished in second, Diane 
elected to give up her 125 Penton for a 
Honda 90 in order to stay in the Be- 
ginners class, 

The 125 Junior Class was won by Tom 
Cooper, Yamaha, of Salem, Secondplace 
was taken by Richard Buckley, also 
Yamaha. Bill Oliver on a Penton was 
third, This was a good, close race all the 
way with the first three places battling 
it out to the finish. 

À brand new Yamaha, purchased the 
day before was ridden to victory by 
Dennis Himes of Beaver, Oregon in the 


125 Senior Class. George McNelly, Che- 
halis, Washington, also on a Yamaha, 
finished a close second and Dennis 
Shipman, Bultaco, was third. 

The 250cc Junior Class was an even- 
steven type affair except for the winner, 
Fred Leach, Husky, whofar outdistanced 
the others. Wayne Miller, Greeves, was 
another rider who did an unsuccessful 
and, probably, unintentional wheelie over 
a jump. Even so, he got straightened 
around and still came in for the second 
place win, Gary McDowell, Albany, took 
the third place spot, 

The 250cc Senior Class was the closest 
race of the day and a lot of fun to watch. 
The ist and 2nd place riders kept ex- 
changing the lead continuously heat after 
heat, On a rough motocross course and 
with the competition as stiff as it some- 
times is, passing back and forth like this 
is relatively rare and provides lots of 
thrills when it happens, The two C-Z 
riders ended the third motocross heat 
with exactly the same number of points, 
The first place win, therefore, went to 
the winner of the third heat, Ron Powell 
of Carlton who had been off his bike for 
about a year and a half before this win. 
Mike Lavine of Medford had to settle for 
a second, Craig Koos rode his own race 
to finish in third on his Kawasaki, 

Dennis Himes, winner of the 125 Senior 
Class, captured another win in the Open 
Class riding a CZ, and if he ever looked 
back he probably wondered where they 
all went, Leon Brown, Tigard, riding a 
Maico, was second and Monty Reiling, 
Portland, CZ mounted, was third. 

All told, it seemed to be a good day at 
the races, The riders liked the course, 
the weather was in favor, and there were 
few crashes. Larry Mascotte, who rides 
two classes, got off a little too hard and 
injured his shoulder. 

The next race, including the mini-bike 
event, is scheduled for August 10th and

The Dog Patrol

Residents in Dallas, Texas have more 
hope of regaining their lost or strayed 
pets than animal lovers in other major 
cities, The big reason for their optimism 
is the part-time business operation of 
Frank Mauzy and his brother John. The 
Mauzy brothers have hit on the scheme 
of riding motorcycles to scour suburban 
neighborhoods in search of lostanimals, 
Mauzy contracts to search for a lost pet 
for three months at a cost of $10, If he 
locates and returns the animal there is 
another $20 charge. 

Petite Mrs, Mauzy handles the phoned 
in reports of 6 missing pets while John 
and Frank ride the Dog Patrol on their 
motorcycle, Both ride the same bike so 
they can look to both sides of the street, 
They ride down alleys and vacant fields 
as well as city streets, 

Frank says the motorcycle ‘provides 
about ten times the mobility of a station 
wagon.’’ The motorcycle has a side bene-

fit. ‘‘Nine dogs out of ten,’’ says Frank, 
“will chase a motorcycle, It’'sasgooda 
way to stir up a lost dog as one in his 
own neighborhood,’’ 

The largest animals the Mauzy 
brothers have been asked to locate are 
horses, And there isa surprising number 
of these running around loose in the 
suburbs and near suburbs of Dallas, and 
an occasional one in the Trinity River 
bottoms near the heart of. downtown, 

The Mauzys believe that theirs is the 
only service of its kind in any city, It is 
certainly a service any large city should 
have, where pets are always getting lost 
and hearts are always being broken 
because of it. 

Ardent cyclist Frank is tryingtoelicit 
the assistance of his wide acquaintance 
among young motorcycle riders to look 
for his animals as they cruise the city. 
When he gets an organization going in 
Dallas he could start a school ipen 
branches, offer franchises in other cities 
— but he wisely plays it by ear, Besides, 
he hasn’t got too much time to dream; 
right now he’s looking for a strayed 
gelding and a perky little Pomeranian,

WINNEMUCCA, NEVADA, July 27, 1969 
- A newly formed motorcycle club in 
northern Nevada, the Winnemucca Sand- 
blasters, held their first annual moto- 
cross on what the riders thought was the 
hottest day in Nevada, The temperature 
soared to 100 early in the day when the 
sky clouded over in the afternoon to 
make for some good racing.”

Steve fell in the water 
twice, picked. up his bike and still kept 
his quarter mile lead over “Ghost”

just couldn’t catch Steve, 

There was no question as to the over- 
all winner in the 125cc class. John 
Schmidt (Yam) also from Reno, won all 
three motos hands down, John went 
through the mud and water looking more 
like a professional than a novice. 

The 250’s were the race of the day, 
Merle Jessop (Yam) won the first moto 
and Bob Meyers (Bul) pushed in for his 
second place, Meyers took a friends 


Bultaco apart and fixed his and came out 
to win the second moto, with Jessop 
second. This gave both riders the same 
amount of points, Everyone knew the third 
moto was going to bea real race, Meyers 
came through first and Jessop second 
with the rest of the pack fighting for 
position until Yamaha dealer Ken Light- 
house got off hard in the mud hole taking 
three other bikes with him. This gave the 
leaders room to really stretch out. Ken 
was hauled off the course but at last re- 
port wasn’t hurt, just badly shaken. 
Tough luck for a good rider, In the 
meantime Meyers finished first with 
Jessop right behind him, 

In the 360 class a Dirt Diggers North 
member Lowell Wallace (Hus) anda little 
known rider from Elko, Ney. Ernest 
Fordin (Mai) were really battling it out 
until Fordin fell in the water hole and 
flooded his Maico. Wallace pulled an 
overall first with Fordin a firm second, 

The open class only had three riders, 
these fellows raced two four lap motos 
with Fred Rogers (Tri) getting first by 
a full lap in both motos. 

The powder puff was up next with four 
hardy souls ready to battle with the mud 
and dust, Judy Aja (Hon) borrowed a pair 
of Big John boots about six inches too 
large and started to put it on the rest of 
the girls. Judy crashed in a sandy sec- 
tion and was passed by referee Bill 
Miller’s wife Claudia (Yam) who came 
in for the win, 

The Sandblasters plan to hold another 
event later in the fall, and we look for- 
ward to it as they do put on a good race.

When those comfortable old riding 
boots get worn beyond repair, and the 
leather no longer gleams, you begin 
thinking about getting a new pair.Allyou 
have to do is change into clean socks that 
are free of holes, hie yourself to your 
favorite Boot Shop and choose the style 
that suits you best from a large selec- 
tion. Have you ever stopped to realize 
that it hasn’t always been this way? 

Boots were first worn by riders of two 
wheeled vehicles more than three thou- 
sand five hundred years ago?’ We are 
reférring to the four passenger chariots 
of the fierce Assyrian Warriors (c. 1600 
B.C). Old archeological inscriptions 
clearly depict a driver, two shield bear- 
ers and an archer riding a spoked, two 
wheel, horse drawn chariotand the arch- 
er is wearing boots with a short greave 
(shin guard). 





Natural leather western boots, worn by girl 
passenger. 


Over the last fifty years motorcyclists 
have worn boots as a matter of protec- 
tion. They prevent asphalt rash and may 
prevent a broken limb in case of a fall. 
For many years the standard motorcycle 
boot was a high laced, heavy soled boot,

but. these are now generally associated 
with dirt riders and scrambles racers. 
Road Riding Cyclists.who are thinking 
only of keeping their feet and legs out of 
close contact with the pavement and still 
want comfort and looks, have generally 
adopted the short ‘‘Wellington’’ Boot of 
soft calfskin, These boots look dressy 
with the pants covering the tops, andare 
very easy on the feet, 
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High top work snoes. They are not very exotic 
but are tough and serviceable and don’t cost 
as much as boots. 

Some motorcyclists are individualists, 
however, and reflect their non-comform- 
ist attitude in the foot wear that they 
choose, At a recent rally, the boots of 
various riders were observed and photo- 
graphed while their owners were watch- 
ing a motorcycle stunt team, Some -of 
them we have pictured here. A member 
of another drill team wears G,I, Combat 
Boots with white laces as doall the other 
members of his uniformed group, 4 
lovely young lady in orange riding pants 
compliments her outfit with polished jet 
black English style riding boots and an- 
other girl type rider sported Western 
style boots with black vamps and baby 
blue uppers which were inlaid with red 
leather, Several denim clad riders, one 
of whom wore a ring in his nose, favored 
heavy, oil tanned, engineer type boots 
with ankle chains. These boots looked 
like they were meant for ‘‘Stomping’’.

You can help a boy, yourself, and his mother 
by giving him the benefit of your experience. You must do what his 
teachers and parents don’t know how to do. 


Take a Boy Riding 


By Knight Errant 

Take a boy fishing, take a boy to the ball game, there are all kinds of campaigns designed to 
promote understanding between the generations, and now I want to start a new one. Take a 
boy motorcycling today. Somewhere in your town or neighborhood you have noticed a boy 
with a new bike or a new boy with a bike: Anyway he is learning to ride and he is doing it the 
hard way—all by himself. There is no place where he can go to learn—no schools or drivers 
education courses—and so the street becomes his classroom and his teacher is Experience. The 
name of the school—“The School of Hard Knocks.” Experience is said to be a good teacher, a 
tough one but a good one, but in the case of motorcycling I’m not sure that this is a good idea. 

So, call that boy over and ask him if he would like to ride along the next time you are going 
to an event. That’s what I did this week. I had seen Dannie riding up and down the cinder path 
for a couple of weeks and out in the back lots behind our houses, trying to learn and gain the 
confidence to go take his driver’s license test. Finally he got his appointment, and went to take 
his test. He passed and suddenly the State of Ohio said that he was a street rider. This may give 
some people a false sense of security. Having passed the test, they must be a competent rider, if 
the State says so and since the test is so simple there must not be so much to this motorcycling 
after all. 

Danny had a job in a near-by town and rode his bike, the next day, to work and that evening 
I noticed he was giving rides to the neighborhood children. I hoped that he would get through 
this period without getting into trouble, for it seems that things usually go well for the new 
rider at first, while he has respect for his bike, and then suddenly his confidence seems to 
outgrow his ability and something goes wrong and he’s in trouble—at least that was the way I 
remembered it, way back when I got started. That’s when I got the idea that maybe he could 
gain something if he and I rode together, to a race-meet. 

So I called and talked to his mother, and she was glad for the opportunity for him to ride 
with someone that might be able to help him. I don’t fashion myself to be an expert, but the 
few thousands of miles I’ve recorded have seen me in and out of a few situations that I might 
help Danny avoid. 

Sunday morning, bright and early, Danny was there, ready and anxious to hit the road. I was 
still eating breakfast so I tossed him the map and told him to pick a route. He looked up the 
town, with some difficulty, and then picked the obvious route to get there. I looked it over and 
pointed out that his route took us over a heavily traveled truck route, and then through a good 
sized city, and we could avoid all that by taking another route. He was surprised that I was 
afraid of trucks and traffic and I explained that fear had nothing to do with it, but that it was 
more a matter of avoiding trouble whenever possible. I asked him if he had checked over his 
bike and he said that he had. But when I checked my oil before starting, he checked over his 
and was surprised to learn that he didn’t have any. So we took care of that and that should have 
given me a hint as to his maintenance program, but I let it go by me and later I was sorry. 

We set out, and from the start Danny had trouble setting a steady pace. He was continually 
speeding up or going too slow. His experience with short rides around the neighborhood had 
not taught him how to set himself and settle down for a relaxing ride. But after about 10 miles 
he got the hang of it, and we cruised down the road side-by-side at a fairly steady pace. By the 
time we reached Orwell, the location of the race, we were riding pretty well together. 

After a delay, the heats got under way, and the thrills of the track got to Danny, and during 
intermission, he spent his time, out in a nearby field, riding with some other young boys. Then 
the race started, and I didn’t have time to notice what he was doing, but the next time I saw 
him he was working on his bike, trying to get a slipped chain back on the sprocket. I asked him 
when he adjusted his chain last and his answer left it clear that he didn’t know what I was 
talking about. I should have checked that before we left home. Anyway, I hope he learned that 
you don’t abuse your machine when you are not within walking distance of home. Next time, 
we'll spend a little more time going over the bikes before we leave. As things tured out, Danny 
had to call home to get someone to come and get him and his bike, as I had to take care of the 
equipment of one of the riders that I knew who fell victim to the track, and came away with a 
broken foot. 

































































I was unable to stay with Danny, as I was needed elsewhere. Next week, when we ride, I 
expect Danny to have a little different outlook towards his toy, and treat it with a little more 
respect.

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D D Trail Tips 


By Mark Clutter 


What do you do when you are twenty 
miles from nowhere and your throttle 
cable breaks, or you rip out your tireon 
a razor edged rock? 

Here are some items that I always 
carry on my trail bike to get me out of 
bad situations like that! 

1, Eight foot piece of quarter-inch nylon 
rope 

2. Eight foot length of heavy nylon twine 

3, Spare headlight bulb 

4, Short length of drive chain and two 
connecting links 

5, Roll of electricians tape 

6. Good pocket knife 

7, First aid kit 

8. Two or three foot length of number 
eighteen stranded wire 

9, Ingenuity (the most important item) 

In addition to the small hand tools 
usually supplied by the bike manufac- 
tures, I take a six inch crescent wrench 
and water pump pliers, 

If possible, always go trailing witha 
buddy, High in the mountains I blew out 
my rear tire on a jagged rock. The cut 
was six inches long and started in the 
middle of the tire and ran out along the

replace a cotter key except in an emer- 
gency.) 

Hopefully the first aid kit you take 
with you will never be used, But if it’s 
needed, you’ll bless the day you started 
carrying it, The kit should contain as- 
sorted bandages, antiseptic and an elas- 
tic bandage like athletes wear for 
sprains, Elastic bandages are light, 
compact and make excellent tourniquets 
and slings, 

Navigating a mountain or desert trail 
after dark and losing your headlight is 
creepy. Always carry a spare headlight 
bulb, Remember, be prepared. 

One of the most important items to 
take is your own ingenuity, Occasionally 
you’ll need a fire in the wilderness, If 
you are out of matches remember you 
can start a fire by dipping a piece of 
paper or grass in your gas tank. Hold the 
paper between the spark plug wire and 
engine head, Kick the engine and you’ll 
have a fire, 

On a hunting trip with my uncle in 
northern Arkansas we got his three- 
quarter ton truck stuck in mud past the 
axles. Our situation looked hopeless,

side wall. The tire was loose on the rim 
and would have come off completely if I 
had tried to travel with it, Igotback just 
fine because my buddy was prepared, He 
took an eight foot length of rope and 
lashed my tire on the rim. It wasn’t a 
Cadillac ride and I had to go slow, but it 
got me back to civilization without ruin- 
ing the rim, 

A length of nylon string can beusedas 
an emergency throttle cable. Tie one end 
to a stick and run it through the carbu- 
retor slide, Loop the other end over your 
finger. This leaves both hands free to 
steer and still control the gas, 

One day out on the Mojave desert I 
burned my spark plug wire up.I replaced 
it with some eighteen gauge wire and 
insulated it with electricians tape, Wire 
can also be used to temporarily replace 
a blown fuse. 

Crossing a creek I threw my chainand 
I had to loosen the axle toplace the chain 
back on the sprocket, Axle nuts are kept 
from working loose by a cotter key, I 
broke mine when I loosened the nut, I 
used a piece of eighteen gauge wire to re- 
secure the axle nut, (Never use wire to 


The truck was loaded down with camping 
gear and trail bikes and we were thirty- 
five miles from the nearest help. My 
uncle used a trick to pull us out, He 
rigged up what is known as a Spanish 
windlass, It was used by the conquis- 
tadors to haul gold and cannons over high 
mountain passes, The windlass consists 
of a line attached to the object to be 
moved then looped around an upright 
pole and fastened to a stationary object. 
We used a hundred foot length of half 
inch nylon rope, One end of the rope we 
tied to the truck then my uncle looped 
the rope around an upright log and tied 
the other end between the rope and the 
upright log, He walked around the upright 
log winding the rope up, In this manner 
he pulled a fully loaded three quarter ton 
truck a distance of eight feet and got us 
out of the mud, If you want to make your 
own Spanish windlass just follow the 
illustration, You will be amazed at the 
loads you can pull, Being preparedis the 
difference between having a good time and 
having a tragedy, Remember the old 
proverb, ‘‘A stitch in time saves nine’’. 
Prepare for your next trail ride today.
